Coinmissioner Cowgill and City Engi- 
neer Erickson estimate the cost at 12 
cents a. gallon. If 200,000 gallons or 
anywhere near that amount is used in 
some fifty odd motor tanks for a year, 
these vehicles must keep moving. This 
maximum amount is about 4,000 gal- 
lons per vehicle per year. The street 
department head believes the estimate 
plenty high.

Mr. Cowgill figures that the twenty- 


five vehicles of his several depart- 
ments will use 75,000 gallons or there- 
abouts.

Barbara where they probably will be 
completely destroyed. 


Only one man, the foreman mate 


named Conroy of the Delphi has been 
officially listed as dead by the navy 
department His body has been re- 
covered. Nineteen of the Young have 
not yet been found, it is said. They 
have been listed as missing. 


Thirteen seamen received severe in- 


juries, while half a hundred more 
were cut and bruised during their 
rescue after swimming thru jagged 
rocks. 


More than 500 half clothed and un- 
ihaven "gobs" -and officers saved 
from the wrecked hulks have been 
taken from the wild barren point to 
San Diego. Half dead from exhaus- 
tion, exposure and lack of sleep, they 
lay sprawled on the floor or on the 
seats of the thirteen train coaches 
and told the story of their night of 
terror and ot the toll taken of their 
comrades- 


Trapped Uke Rat*. 


The men believe there are twenty 


dead on the destroyer Young alone. 
They think their 
comrades were 


trapped likss rats in the hold of the 
ship when she went down beneath 
the surface after the crash. 


On the destroyer Delhi—leader of 


the pack—three men went overboard, 
according to other members of the 
crew. One was knocked insensible 
and carried away on a monster 
comber which raked the vessel fore 
aad aft. 


Another. Fireman Pearson, blinded 


by oil. went insane. Screaming and 
fighting, he tore himself away from 
his mates who attempted to hold him 
down and leaped to his death in the 
surf, 
i 


A third member of the crew lost his 


grip on the life line and was washed 
overboard. 


After the Delphi struck the rock H 


was not more than an instant until: 
the Young rammed up behind her 
aad swung over against her side. The j 
Delphi's propeller, still racing, caught 
the Young in the bow aad aided by a 


warned eleven other destroyers of the 
squadron who were following close 
behind. They escaped. Because of 
the proximity of the shore, however, 
they were unable to do much to help 
the others. 


The Young was the death trap of 


the flock. With her side and bottom 
ripped open, she keeled over on her 
side in a minute and thirty seconds 
She lay bottom up and it is believed 
twenty or more men were caught 
helpless in a 
compartment on the 


lower side, under the water. This was 
reported by a member of her crew 
who escaped. 


Gobs and officers on the Chauncey, 


only ten feet away, threw life lines 
over to the Young and saved many 
members of her crew who otherwise 
were sure to have been drowned or 
smashed to death against the rocks. 


The bow of the Delphi was piled 


high in the crash. Her stern was 
washed around parallel to a huge rock 
against which she hammered meth- 
odically from minute to minute as 
each wave crashed.

Danger of epidemics of typhoid and 


dysentery has become grave. 


Relief workers are bending every 


effort to combat disease. Many refu- 
gees are going mad as a result of their 
experiences. 


Twelve foreigners 
who escaped 


from Yokohama are domed for the 
madhouse. Several are already Idiots. 
These twelve were forced to stand 
helplessly by and hear and se tortures 
of five children burning to death. 


The twelve found physical safety 


for themselves aboard warships in the 
harbor. 


Government and foreign 
agencies 


concentrated on immediate efforts- to 
prevent a threatened shortage of food 
and to restore comunications, includ- 
ing railroads and .telegraphs. 


The people frightened and not dis- 


heartened, began to have thoughts of 
their homes, from which they had fled 
when first earthquakes and then fire 
struck their deadly blows.

SURVIVORS OF QUAKE ABE VIC- 


TIMS OF FLAMES. 


One Man Out of 32,000 Persons Liv- 


ing After Flames Seared 


Bodies of Screaming 


Crowd.

OSAKA, SepL 10.—A story of how 


32,000 survivors of the Tokio earth- 
quake were burned alive in a huddled, 
screaming, struggling mass at Honjo 
wsa told today by the lone survivor, 
singed and nearly crazed, who dragged 
himself to Osaka. 


The man told a tale of unparalleled 


horror In what was probably the worst 
tragedy of the quake: 


"At 3 p. m. on the first day of the 


earthquake (Saturday, September 1), 
I rushed with thousands of others for 
an open space of about fifteen acres 
near the Ryoogoku station in the 
Honjo district of Tokio," the man, 
still shaking from fatigue and fright 
and the delirium thru which he had 
passed, began- 


"Army stores formerly were kept'in 


this apace, which was surrounded by 
houses. We thought we would be safe 
there in the open. 


"I was vainly hunting for my par- 


ents among the thousands who were 
milling about, when suddenly I felt a 
scorching wind from the eastern edge 
of the open space. 


"I noticed that many houses there 


were burning. 


"The flames were driven by the 


wind into the space where thousand 
of us stood, crowded helplessly. 


"Screams arose as those about mi 


felt their faces and flesh seared by 
the fire. 


"Everyone tried to make their way 


to the western side of the compound 
which was already fall. There the; 
were, packed In, thirty-two thousand 
of them, unable to move further. 


"Then flames broke out there am 


the crowds on the edge were tramplet 
to death. Cries and screams filled the 
air in deafening profusion.

edge, then providentially I reached 
the edge of a big pool. 


"Into this pool I plunged, seizing a 


thick bedqullt which was swirled in 
my direction by the high wind. Al- 
most subconsciously I wrapped my- 
self In this. 


"The shriek of the victims was in- 


cessant. Hundreds were being burned 
alive at each caprice of the wind. The 
flames approached me and so intense 
was the heat that my soaked quilt 
was instantly dried up. 


"I jumped again into the pool, which 


was also drying up, and rolled up and 
down on the muddy bottom. 


"Occasionally the tortured crowd 


would open and I could catch glimpses 
of the others farther 
away being 


burned or trampled to death, the bag- 
gage they had 
brought with them 


feeding the flames. 


"I fell delirious with the heat and 


horrors all about me. It was nine 
o'clock at night when I recovered 
consciousness. 


"On every side of me were acres of 


burned bodies. The stench from these 
was terrible. 


"I was the lone survivor among the 


charred dead. I sought vainly again 
for my parents and my sisters, but 
all the bodies looked alike, burned 
beyond recognition. 


"In the morning I looked again, in 


vain. Finally the soldiers got me 
out, or I could never have done so."

A clever woman called upon to 
teach newly-engaged help their duties 
has a system that is workable, anfl 
as she teaches it point by point, she 
leaves written instructions 'or for- 
mulas, so that the maid may refer 
to them should she be hazv upon 
any special point. 
Everything is 


down on schedule, so there can be 
no excuse lor misunderstandings. 
This is the right way. If you are 
interested and have one or more 
helpers to manage, it is a good idea 
to evolve a system of your o\m that 
will meet your particular needs.

community, 


place where there are really cord 
munity 
interests, is certain 
to 


bring about health-giving practices 
such as the less fortunate dwellers 
in some tenement houses do not have 
For a long tim* I have preached 


the doctrine of making health con 
tagious. 
If you do not know the 


rules of right living seek out some- 
body who does know them and then 
imitate your model. 


In the modern and sanitary house 
where these working women live 
there are leaders who influence anc 
direct the others. In this particular 
home there is an intelligent matron 
a trained nurse and a conscientious 
physician. 
Under such direction 


and leadership health is made con 
tagious. 


More and more, towns, villages 
and even rural districts have their 
visiting nurses. It is their business, 
not to treat the sick, but to give in- 
structions in those things which pro- 
mote health and prevent disease. 


Good housing is vital to good 
health and for protection against 
tuberculosis. 
Everybody should be 
trained in what it means to be well- 
housed. 
Almost any dwelling can 


be made a sanitary dwelling, if 
thought and well-directed efforts are 
applied to it. 


Suppose we take occasion today or 
tomorrow to survey the home in 
which we live. 
Are there some 
changes that might be made ubout 
the windows, or in the location of 
the furniture with reference to i-om- 
light and air, trifling changes but 
which might mean much in im- 
proved health? 


Are you using for a parlor, dec- 
orated with your precious furniture, 
the best room in the house which is 
seldom entered except for weddings 
and funerals? 
It might better be 


the kitchen where the women of 
the household spend long hours, or 
a bedroom where about: half your 
time is spent. 


Look over your home and 
if 


necessary, re-arrange it, knowing 
now that tuberculosis and general 
disease are very greatly decreased 
»y proper housing.

Boston Transcript: The light that 


iias been thrown upon the hills of 
Kursk in the announcement of the dis- 
covery of hitherto undreamed-of de- 
posits of iron ore in that region has 
turned the eyes of the industrial na- 
tions up on Russia. Germany's, in- 
deed, have long been turned thither, 
and even, It is to be assumed, toward 
this very spot, because of some knowl- 
edge or at least strong suspicion of 
the wealth that lies hidden in those 
hills. The statement 
of the soviet 


government, that these 
iron mines 


need not disturb the rest of the world, 
since they will not be worked for at 
least two years and cannot begin to 
vield profits for over 
twenty years, 


may not be so readily accepted 
by- 


other nations as Russia may hope. 
The persistence with which Germany 
las continued to besiege and bom- 
jard the Russian territory ever since 
:he papers of her scientist Leyst fell 
into her hands, indicates that she will 
not be content to remain in the back- 
ground and refrain from making fur- 
ther claims upon 
those iron fields, 


whether Russia takes two or twenty 
years to work them. 


This vast wealth, awaiting Russia, 


will open new problems for her gov- 
ernment to deal with, and its move- 
ments in the near future will doubt- 
ess be controlled largely by consid- 
eration of them. Germany notoriously 
covets the territory to which the 
mines are situated and is said to have 
gone so Tar as to have operations up- 
on th«ta begun by her agents; and 
the enthusiasm of the Russians over 
the great discovery has thus been 
measurably dampened.

There was, in this jungle, a huge 
elephant who was also a great fighter. 
The elephant did not fight with teeth 
and claws because, of course, he had 
none. He fought by using his trunk 
as an arm with which, to crush his 
foes and by kneeling upon his ene- 
mies.

ABE MARTIN 


An official organ of the coal trade, discussing Mr. 


BryaS's plan for selling coal, holds that the fact that 
the state can undersell the ^al .dealer casts no reflec- 
tion on the business ability nor integrity of the dealer. 
The state could do the same with sugar, gasoline, cloth- 
ing and other necessities. The state would buy In vast 
quantities, would take no profit, would sell only for 
cash, would maintain no expensive plant to give service 
to the buyer and would pay no taxes. All these things 
the merchant has to do. The business world could be 
broken down by the interference of the state, and it is 
pointed out that unless the state goes into a line or 
business permanently it has no moral right to get into 
it just long enough to wreck the business men who have 
offered service to the public for years. 


A Kansas wheat grower has figured the cost of rais- 


ing wheat at $13.20 an acre. He puts the interest on 
capital investment at ?5, plowing 51-50, harrowing 25 
cents, drilling 33 cents, harvesting ?2.50, threshing ?2.25, 
hauling 72 cents and seed and seeding 65 cents. Figur- 
ing on a yield of eighteen bushels to the acre, he dis- 
covers that at present prices ninety acres of land would 
net the farmer $4 profit. It is said that at one time 
half a dozen gamblers on the Chicago board of trade 
made more money in a week than all the farmers of 
Kansas in a year. The laboring man of the city will 
note la these figures, however, that the growing of 
wheat g»ve the farmer some employment for which he 
is allowed pay in estimating the cost of great growing 
The city laborer gets pay for his work, but no pay for 
profit made on his work.

The city business man plans to get paid for Ms labor, 


setting the rate of pay very often rather high, and after 
paying that, hopes to see the business produce enough 
to give a handsome profit at the end of the year. The 
business man would not care to conduct a business for 
a meager salary. He would hunt some other line of 
activity before long if his business did not pay more 
than a salary. The city laborer has long had it in mind 
(and 
in fact often does) to make a fight for a part of 


the profits of the business. Some business concerns 
have developed the bonus plan, by which a portion of 
the profits is divided among the employes. Jf the busi- 
ness prospers the employe gains. 
The trouble the 


farmer finds is to make his business prosper. 


A survey of the retail credit business in' Nebraska 


made by the college of business administration of the 
state university has resulted in the conclusion being 
reached that it is difficult to prove that the amount of 
sales is increased thru the use of retail credit It is 
admitted to be a general assumption of merchants that 
credit increases the sales volume, because it offers 
service and conveniences not possible in cash transac- 
tions. The cost of credit can be reached rather deft 
initely. One item is particularly striding. In the survey/ 
made it is shown that the percentage of goods returned 
on cash sales ranged from 1.4 to 1.9 per cent, while the 
percentage of goods returned from credit sales ranged 
from 6.9 to 15.9 per cent In something over twenty- 
five stores the average age of accounts before payment 
ranged from 36.8 to 172.1 days in a period of six months.

The proposition to hold a special election to vote 


bonds for completion of the Lincoln county court house 
is being discussed in North ,Platte. There is a dispo- 
sition on the part of some of the citizens to hold court 
house completion in abeyance until court procedure has 
disposed of the scandal in county management and the 
people are apprised as to who is to blame for the 
situation in which they have found their county's busi- 
ness. Observers who have some knowledge of the feel- 
ing of the voters there are convinced it would be better 
to wait the end of court actions before asking the 
people to vote more money to complete the building 
which was well under way when the old building was 
burned. 


A theory that interests us is propounded In supreme 


court by an attorney. He says that if the courts, during 
a series of years, hold consistently that a section of the 
constitution means thus and so it thereby becomes as 
much a part of the constitution as tho that document 
contained it in express and appropriate language. He 
goes further to say that under these circumstances no 
legislature can give a different interpretation In the 
form of a statute, and that the only way the people can 
change that Interpretation is by amending the consti- 
tution The voice of the legislature has been the voice 
of the people for a long time. The legislature cannot, of 
coarse, change the constitution by merely passing a law. 
But can the courts do it by passing an opinion? 


One reason why taxes Increase is that the rich men 


of the country, In order to avoid an income tar, have 
been putting vast amounts of their money In tax-exempt 
securities. Every dollar thus divested of the duty of 
paying its share of the taxes of the nation, state and 
minor subdivisions calls for another dollar from the 
rest of the taxpayers to replace it This Is a bad con- 
dition that Is growing worse. Everybody Is interested 
because everybody pays taxes. Those who think that 
they do not because they are not called upon to con- 
tribute to the tax collector overlook entirely the fact 
that taxes form one of the costs of doing business, and 
that these are Included in rents and the prices of food, 
clothing, necessities and luxuries. 


An elderly man recently wrote In to find out if 


there Is any state Institution in which a blind and 
crippled person could be cared for. An Inquiry develops 
that the only helping hand the state holds out to the 
blind Is a school where the youthful ones may be use- 
fully taught but that nowhere else, unless the person 
happens to be an old soldier or the widow of an old 
soldier and therefore eligible to the soldiers' home, caa 
such an afflicted person be taken'in, save the county 
poorhouse. If one Is feeble-minded or insane, the state 
will furnish a home and attendance, but the only other 
way to secure Its fostering care is for a blind person to 
•lo something that will merit a prison sentence.
